The death of the late Mrs. A 
Faddock, who passed away in Pritpe 
ton a little more than a week ago, 
has brought to a dose a life that 
was identified longer and more close

with than

local history. Born before the Black 
Hawk war, her entire life, with Hi 
exception of a few years she spent 
in the army with her son, war. pass­ 
ed in and around Princeton and her

Possessing a remarkable memory 
for incidents which occurred early in 
her life the remnii u 
Paddock were at 
once 
interesting 
and educational. Shortly before her 
death she wrote a brief sket< li 
of

which occurred at Boyd's Grove, one 
of the first settlements in 
Bureau 
county. The sketch touches 
briefly 
upon the Black Hawk war and gives 
a comprehensive idea of the hard­ 
ships endured by the pioneers. She

Elizabeth 
Dixon were married in the city of 
New York, June fi, 181 1, by the Itev 
Archibald MeClay.
